TEACHER SURPLUS 
NOW IN PROVINCE 


Edmonton, Sept. 19. — More public 
schools throughout the province are 
now manned and operating than in 
any fall term for many years, accord- 
ing to officials of the department of 
education. All the schools that have 
teachers have been sup- 
plied, and there is at the moment a 
small surplus of available teachers. 
No school district is, for that reason, 
under the necessity of remaining in- 
active. 

From 50 to 75 university students, 
who have been eae hiiie during the 
summer in outlying schools, will be 


}returning to the university next 
week; and a number of the schools 
that have been operating on the 


summer-term plan have already ar- 
ranged to carry on until the end of 
the year or later. It is expected that 
there will be the usual number of 


changes at Christmas, and_ the 
teacher surplus will then likely be 
absorbed. 

There has been, it is stated, a 


steady improvement of late years in 
the operation of country schools, and 
only a small proportion are now 
operating irregularly during the 
summer months. The present situa- 
tion in’ respect to teacher supply is 
regarded as highly satisfactory.

TO EXPERIMENT WITH 
NORTHERN TAR SANDS 


Edmonton, Sept. 20.—New machin- 
ery for experimental work on north- 
ern tar sands is about to be installed 
at the Dunvegan railway yards in this 
city. It will embody a new idea in ex- 
traction processes, its main feature 
being a machine devised and promot- 
ed by American interests represented 
by W. P. Hinton, formerly of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway.

virtually the life of the contract) 
many replacements and additions to 
both the electric Nght and waterworks 
systems will have to be made to even 
maintain the present standard of ef- 
ficiency, and this cannot be done with- 
out a large capital expenditure. 

According to the agreement, the 
Calgary Power Company will replace 
our two-phase light and power system 
(which {s so out of date that it is next 
to impossible to buy motors and other 
equipment at any price, as they are 
no longei manufactured) with a mod- 
ern three-phuse system. This change 
is to be made without any cost what- 
ever to the consumers, 

Under present conditions it is im- 
possible to take on many additional 
customers for light and power without 
using the steam unit, which greatly 
Increases the cost of production. This 
situation has arisen because there is 
not sufficient gas to run the gas engine 
continuously and the Provincial Board 
of Public Utilities does not seem dis- 
posed to grant permission to Wetask- 
iwin to drill another gas well under 
present financial conditions. On the 
other hand, the Calgary Power Com- 
pany contract to supply the necessary 
electrical energy to meet the demands 
of Wetaskiwin. A continuous 24 hour 
service is assured by the Company, as 
when the system is completed there 
will be transmission lines coming into 
this city from three directions. 

With the passing of the by-law, We- 
taskiwin’s water supply problem will 
also be at an end, as the Company 
guarantees to supply all the water re-

- As may be seen by the schedule of 
rates published elsewhere in this ts- 
sue, the City’s cost of production is 
considerably higher than the Calgary 
Power Company's figures and !t would 
therefore appear to be folly to con- 
tinue paying 20c when the City can 
purchase as good or even better ser- 
vice for the rates referred to. 

All towns and villages in Alberta 
where a similar contract has been 
submitted by the Calgary Power Com- 
pany have ratified the agreement by 
large majorities. It must be a good 
contract or it would not be so gener- 
ally accepted. 

After ratifying the agreement, the 
Provincial Board of Public Utilities 
expressed the opinion that it was very 
fair to both the Calgary Power Com- 
pany Limited and to the City of We- 
taskiwin. 

If the vote on the by-law on October 
14th is not favorable, Wetaskiwin will. 
be placed at a great disadvantage in 
competition with other cities and 
towns in central Alberta, which will 
be in a position to offer electric en- 
ergy at perhaps one-half the price 
which this city will have to charge. 
Under such a condition, people will 
not come here to reside; we cannot 
hope to get manufacturing concerns 
to locate here; it would be impossible 
to dispose of property at a reasonable 
price; taxes would increase and those 
who would be compelled to reside here 
would have a heavy financial burden 
to bear. 

Think it over! . 


WHY TOURISTS COME 


Canada this year has added to its 
good roads by 5,000 miles of gravel- 
led highway and 1,100 miles of pave- 
ment, according to a statement made 
before the Canadian Good Roads as- 
sociation by its retiring president, 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, Alberta min- 
ister of highways. There has also 
been a large increase in good earth 
roads. To the total Alberta has con- 
tributed about 225 miles of gravelled 
roads this year, of which slightly 
more than one hundred miles are still 
under construction. 

Just what such a large increase in 
all-weather highways in Canada means 
it is hard to estimate. But Canadian 
Officials put the sum spent by tourists 
in the dominion last year at $250,000,- 
000. On the other hand, it is estimated 
Officially in the United. States that 
American tourists spent $900,000,000 
abroad last year, so that it is prob- 
able the 1929 expenditure is not short 
of a Dillion dollars. With such a trade 
lying almost at her doorstep, Canada 
is not likely to be content with a mere 


twenty-five per cent. One way of as 


{ting more of this business is by the 
extension of good roads, Another is 
by .advertising. However, it, would 
not be wise to spread abroad the at- 
tractions of definite localities to mo- 
torists unless they are easily acces- 
sible by car. It has been said often 
and is worth repeating that Alberta 
will not begin to realize its possibil- 
ities in the tourist business until its 
highways run to Jasper Park and other 
northern beauty spots, and also link 
up with the arterial roads from the 
United States and the provinces tao 
the east and west.—Journal.

HABITS SERVE AS FLY-WHEELS 


‘William James, the great scholar 
who did so much to humanize know- 
ledge years ago, said: “At forty most 
of us become walking bundles of hab- 
it. It is probable that James, in mak- 
ing this startling assertion, hoped 
thereby to scare certain forty-year 
olds away from old fogyism, and make 
them a little more sympathetic to 
new ideas. 


Some minds lose their plasticity 
long before the age of forty—others 
remain youthful and _ receptive at 
eighty cr over. 

Whether we admit or not, most of 
us are creatures of habit. Habit im- 
plies a settled disposition or tendency 
to do easily, naturally and with grow- 
ing skill or certainty what one does 
often—and most of us like set ways 
of doing and looking at things, be- 
cause we thereby lessen the irksome 
part of existence, leaving ourselves 
more time for ease. 

New ideas mean change—change 
means work—and there are very few 
who really like to work—except those 

| woh don’t have to do any. 

If. we look back upon the usual 
course of feelings, we shall find that 
we are all more influenced by the fre 
quent recurrence of objects than by 
their weight and importance; and that 
habit has more force in forming our 
characters than our opinions have. 
The mind naturally takes its tone and 
complexion from what it habitually 
contemplates 

Habits are formed, not at one stroke, 
but gradually and insensibly. Francis 
Bacon, the famous’ English  philos- 
opher tnd statesman, said: 

1 “Hobit, 
ed, becomes a second nature,-as the 
common saying is; but unskilfully and 
unmethodically directed, it will be, as 
it were, the ape of Nature, which 
[imitates nothing to the life but only 
‘clumsily and awkwardly.” 

‘ Our habits are both the most help- 
l put and the most destructive forces in 
,our lives. Good ones are formed in 
precisely the same manner as the bad 
ones—and they are just as hard to 
break. 

Good habits serve as fly-wheels in 
the human mechanism and carry us 
through the disorganized intervals 
which we all encounter with greater 
or less frequency. 

And lest we should at this point be 
accused of sermonizing, we might add 
that one or two bad habits are good 
for a man’s soul provided, of course, 
that they are honest and not of the 
underhan? or deadly variety. 

A little bad habit indulged in open- 
ly helps a man to attain balance and 
gives him a greater sense of toler- 
ance. It keeps him human. The thing 
to guard against in the process of thus 
remaining human however, is that the 
bad habits indulged in are not of the 
kind that scuttle the ship. 

Not all bad habits are vicious. The 
latter are fhe kind that rend the mind 
and the body and convert the victim 
into a helpless jelly-fish without spine 
or character. The man of vicious hab- 
its makes a sorry neighbor. 

One of our neighbors has a habit 
which, at times, borders on the vicious 
--he plays the saxaphone.—Wampole.

122 WELLS PRODUCING, 
DRILLING OR RIGGING, 
TURNER VALLEY FIELD 


Just two years ago in Turner Valley 
there were four wells producing naph- 
tha and two wells producing crude oil 
in more or less quantities. 


According to 4 compilation made 
early this week there are no less than 
28 wells, producing naphtha and crude. 
Approximately 122 operations are in 
progress in the Turner Valley field 
alone. Of this figure 73 wells are actu- 
ally being drived. 


Two years ago the total production 
from the valley was almost entirely 
yielded by Royalite No. 4, with some 
production from McLeod No. 2, Illin- 
ois-Alberta No. 1 and the Vulcan well. 

Today 28 wells are producing naph- 
tha and cruwle at a rate of approxi- 
mately 100,000 barrels a month. 

Two years «go the payroll to drill- 
ers in the field was not of vital im- 
portance. Today 1,200 dril'ers and 
other employees in Turner Valley 
alone, are being pald at the rate of 
approximately $10,000 a day. This 
total payroll is believed higher in pro- 
portion to the number of men at 
work than that paid in any other 
industry in the Dominion. 

Many companies are planning to 
commence operations in the Turner 
Valley field before the end of the year 
and by the close of 1929 the figure of 
122 operations will be considerably in- 
creased.—Calgary Herald.

The blueberry 
crop of the province has attained 
record proportions, 20,914 crates 
having been shipped to Boston so 
far this year, with another month 
to g0, a8 compared with 17,442 
crates for the whole season of 1924.

Sergeant J. K. Cairns, of Hamilton, 
is the winner of the special trophy 
competition, open to all regimental 
pipers who are regular members of 
a pipe band officially connected 
with any regiment ‘or’ unit of the 
Canadian militia; and Piper Hector 
McDonald, Royal Highlanders, 
Montreal, took the highest aggre- 
gate ‘number of points over all in 
the open piping events. . 

According to figures obtained by

A Bylaw to authorize the Mayor 
and Secretary-Treasurer of the City of | 
Wetaskiwin to sign and execute on, 
behalf of the City two certain agree-, 
ments between the City and Calgary | 
Power Company, Limited respective. 
ly, providing for the supply of Electric| 
Light and Water to the City on the 
terms as set out in the said agree- 
ments hereto anexed and herein refer- 
red to as Schedules (A) and (B). 

WHBPREAS Calgary Powef Com- 
pany Limited has requested the Coun- 
cil of the City to enter into two cer- 
tain Agreements on the terms and 
subject to the covenants, provisoes 
and conditions contained in sald 
Agreements respectively set forth in 
the Schedules (“A”) and (“B”) here- 
to annexed, said Agreements respect- 
ively providing for the supply to the 
City for the use of the City and its 
inhabitants, of JBilectric Light and 

ater. 
waND WHBDRBAS it is deemed by 
the Council of the City that it is ad- 
visable and in the best interest of the 
City that the said Agreements re- 
spectively set forth in the Schedules 
(“A”) and (“B") hereto should be 
ratified and confirmed and that the 
game should be executed for and on 
behalf of the City. 

NOW THEREFORE, the Council of 
the City of Wetaskiwin enacts as fol- 


* lows. 


1. That the said Agreements here- 
to annexed as Schedules (A) and (B) 
be and the same are hereby ratified

streets, alleys, private or public build- 
ings and used or employed or in any 
way connected with sald City’s electric 
undertaking. PROVIDING ALWAYS 
that there shall not be deemed to be 
included in said City’s electric under- 
taking the boilers, boiler pump, feed 


water heaters, or other eguipment in-|- 


stalled in said power house of the City 
and used for the purpose of generat- 
ing steam for the generation of power 
for sald City’s electric undertaking. 

2. The purchase price payable by 
the Company to the City for said 
“City’s electric undertaking” free and 
clear of all Mens, charges and encum- 
brances and for the franchise and 
other rights and privileges herein 
granted, shall be the principal sum of 
Ninety Thousand ($90,000.00) Dollars, 
which said principal sum ghall be paid 
in cash upon the Jate of the comple- 
tion by the Company of a pole line for 
the transmission of electrical energy 
and power to supply electric light to 
the City as hereintter provided, PRO- 
VIDED that the Conpany shall not be 
criled upon to pay a'td purchase price 
until the ratification of this agree- 
ment as hereinafter provided in para- 
graph 29a. Delivery of possession 
hereunder shall take place contempor- 
aneously with delivery of the City’s 
waterworks undertaking referred to 
in the contract between the City and 
the Company bearing even date here- 
with; and should anything occur to 
prevent the said contract for the sale 
of the City’s waterworks undertaking 
becoming effective or to terminate the 
said contract after it had become ef- 
fcctive then this contract shall sim- 
flarly terminate and all the rights of 
the parties upon a termination of this 
contract shall arise and be enforce- 
able. 

3. The City hereby grants to the 
Company the right, license and privil- 
ege herinafter referred to as “said 
franchise” for a term or period of five 
(5) years from the date of the execu- 
tion of this Agreement, or. as said 
‘term or period may from time to,time 
be.extended, pursuant.to the provisions 
hereof, to supply, sell and dispose of 
to the City as at present constituted or 
as the same may from time'to time be 
extended or abridged, and to the in- 
habitants thereof, all such electric 
light as the City and.the inhabitants 
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, 8 Tho Company shall tako all 
roasonablo procautions to guard 
against interruption or diminution 
In the supply of powor and = oner- 
gy for tho supplying of sald electric 
Nght pursuant to this agreement and 
shall terminate) tho same with gil 
reasonable dispatch. If it becomes 
nocossiry to Intorrupt or dimintsly 
sald supply of power and onergy In 
ordor to make repairs or changes to 
the Company's equipment, the Com- 
pany shall give reasonable notice to 
the City and shall arrange to malo 
such interruption ordiminution at such 
timo as to cause the minfmum incon- 
vonionce in the use of tho same. If at 
anytime during the continuance of thts 
agrooment the operations of the 
works of the Company are susponded 
or curtailed owing’ to war, rebejlion, 
act of God or other causes completely 
beyond the control of the Company 
and which could not reasonably have 
been foreseen or guarded against or 
by strikes, the Company shall not be 
Hable to the City under the contract 
until the cause of such suspension or 
curtailment has been removed; pro- 
vided that the Company shall take all 
reasonable precautions and adopt all 
reasonable measures to prevent or re- 
move the cause of such suspension or 
curtailment. Subject to the provisions 
of this paragraph it is agreed between 
the parties hereto that it is a condi- 
tion precedent to this agreement and 
of the essence of this agreement that 
the Company will maintain a commer:

which by the Company shall be con- 
sidered to be a default under this 
contract, that in the event of the 
Company during the term of this 
agreement supplying electric energy 
and power for power. purposes to the 
City or the inhabitants thereof, the 
Company will not charge for such elec- 
tric energy and power for power pur- 
poses, rates or prices greater than in 
accordance with the following sched- 
ule, namely: — 


(1) Domestic service, available 
only for heating, cooking, domestic 
power and other uses in houses and 
apartments used exclusively for rest- 
dential purposes.
